Easter falls on the same date for all Chris­ 
tendom this year by a trick of the calendar. 
Ordinarily the Green Orthodox observance is 
later. 
In the year .125 A D., Constantine convoked 
the historic Council of the Christian Churches 
a ' Nicea. By tha t time, pilgrims were traveling 
bv the thousands to the Holy Land to celebrate 
the resurrection. So the council decided that 
Easter should be fixed at a time when pilgrims 
c« 'iild be guided in safety by the light of the 
full moon Easter was set on the firs? Sunday 
after the first full moon following the vernal 
equinox. 
But the time of the vernal equinox varied 
according to longitude, and opinions continued 
t«> diverge as to what date was the correct one. 
The Gregorian calendar promulgated in l>82 
helped matters only in a limited way because 
die Eastern churches held to the old Julian 
calendar, refusing to accept a reform originat­ 
ed by the Roman Church, 


B U K IN 1923, the League ot Nations called 
a 
conference attended by 
Roman Catholic, 
Eastern Orthodox, and Anglican church dele­ 
gates to study the Kaster date contusion

general desire was expressed that the date of 
Master be fixed, as the date for the celebration 
Christ's birth is fixed, and many proposes

The British Parliament even passed an East­

A fixtti date for Easter was one of the ec­

but agreement still seems remote. The disunity 
is the more provoking for the fa ct tha t Ea ster 
is the chief festival of the Christian year, com­ 
memorating the resurrection of Christ.

Courts Role In Ra il Strik e 


Many people doubtless are wondering why the 
federal courts ord red the . 
i 
> 
get ba ck to work or face a big fine. The gen­ 
era l impression has always bee;» that the right 
to strike is unlimited. 
The basis on which the court 
ruled had nothing to do with 
the merits of the strike it­ 
self. It as entirely concerned 
with the fact that Congress 
had passed a law setting forth 
a specific procedure to be fol­ 
lowed before a strike would be 
legal. Leaders of the railroad 
firemen ignored the various 
victor Rie.H 
steps that had to be taken and 
o rdered the workers to strike anyhow 
The problem is important because there 
is 
a growing demand for action by Congress to 
pro tect the public interest. There also is a feel­ 
ing o n the part of many people that Congress 
should go further than heretofore and should 
spell out certain limitations on the right 
to 
strike, particularly when financial and property 
da ma ge to the public can be considerable. 
Congress thus far has provided only two 
sta ­ 
tutes. One is known as the Taft-Hartley Act. 
It provides an 80-day 
cooling off” period and 
a pplies to major industries hut not 
to certa in 
tra nspo rta tio n facilities. 


THE OTHER LAW is ’he Railway Lab r \ t, 
under which organizations of workers employed 
by railroads and airlines must go through spe­ 
cific procedures which take at least 90 days. 
Any strike called prior to the completion of 
the procedures can be declared illegal. That is 
why Judge Alexander I¡» 1*/ i oc the US Ds- 
tnct Court in Washington ordered that the strike 
against the railroads be termiri ted 
r 
Sunday 
Court officials say a fine of at least 
$25,000 will have to be paid by the union tor 
the delay in ending the strike. 
When the railroad unions threatened a nation­ 
wide strike in 1%3 as a result of a dispute over 
“featherbedding." Congress took a hand 
It 
passed a special law requiring that the contro­ 
versy over work ru’es be submitted to a bind­ 
ing arbitration. This law said that the arbitra­ 
tion award would expire in two years. The ex­ 
piration date was March 31 of this year, and 
the Firemens' 
Union strike began on 
that 
day. 
The iwiions thought that, because they fnd 
selected only a few railroads to strike against, 
there ould not be a national emergency and 
Congress wuld regard the strike against the 
eigh* railroads as a more or less routine affair. 
Judge Holtzoff told the lawyers tor the union 
that the Supreme Court had frowned on 
strikes 
called without letting those procedures be car­ 
ried out which are specified in the law. 
BECAUSE THE UNION failed to utilize the 
machinery of the Railway Labor Act, refused 
to wait until an emergency board had reported 


and didn't permit a cooling-off period of an 
other month, the federal court had the right to 
find the union in contempt 
The public was misled about the way the rail­ 
road strike was actually ended. 
It was assumed that, when the court injunc­ 
tion was proclaimed, this would mean an im­ 
mediate termination of the strike and the trains 
would promptly resume running but the rail­ 
road union insisted that it had the privileges 
of postponing the resumption until after an 
agreement was reached with the railroads bind­ 
ing them not to resort to damage suits. 
The railroads stood firmly against any such 
agreement, insofar as it affected their right to 
seek damages against the union. They did agree 
not to seek the punishment of individual strik­ 
ers for having violated the court order 
The 
reasoning of the railroads was that the men 
had been misled by their chieftains and 
tha t 
the da m a ges wo uld have to be 
pa id by 
the 
unio n itself o ut o f its o wn trea sury . 


IF IT TURNS Ol T that labor unions can call 
an illegal strike and use as a weapon the re­ 
fusal to settle until the employer agrees not 
to sue for damages, then there would be no 
limit or restraint upon the amount of losses 
that could be incurred by the public, especially 
in a nationwide strike 
While one union may call a strike affecting 
its own members, other unions respect the 
picket lines and thu> .become themselves par­ 
ties to the strike indirectly, though they fee! 
they 
have 
no 
responsibility 
for 
damages 
inflicted. 
Congress ha s never examined carefully what 
restrictions ought to be imposed and what dam­ 
age suits ought to be permitted when picket 
lines are set up. whereupon workers who have 
no grievances a all participate in damaging 
an employer as well as the public.

When are the American people going to de 
mand that their elected representatives in Con­ 
gress pass a law punishing the members ot 
any labor union for participating in an illegal 
strike or for refusing to cross 
its picket lines? 
The New York City transit 
strike was an example of seri­ 
ous damage done to the public 
by an illegal strike. An even 
more flagrant strike—against 
eight railroads last week—has 
hurt businesses and plants in 
38 states by an interruption of 
rail transportation. Damages 
, 
, 
. _,,n, 
David 
Inwnm» 
amounting to tens of millions 
ot dollars were inflicted not only on the rail- 
roads but on the users of transportation, espe­ 
cially in delayed deliveries. Some plants had to 
be closed, and many thousands of workers were 
idled. It’s questonable whether any of this will 
ever be recompensed 
Why should citizens be subjected to such ex 
penses, particularly since no action on their 
part was in any way responsible for the strike" 
There are plenty of laws that penalize anybody 
who takes money away from someone else, but 
unfortunately the losses suffered by innocent 
persons in a labor dispute have been ignored 
by the nation's lawmakers. 
THE ENDING of a big 'trike do esn't -eem 
solve the question of payment for damages al­ 
ready inflicted. In fact, some labor leaders have 
been demanding immunity from prosecution 
or the payment of damages -as the price ot a 
final settlement. It's a form of blackmail. 
Railroads have, of course, a right to sue foi 
damages if a strike is proved to ha v e been i! 
legally called. This, too, becomes a problem It 
arouses in management circles a tear of n 
prisals by the union 
So court litigation i; 
sometimes dropped by the employers when 
strike settlement is reached In the case of the 
New York City transit strike, even the State 
Legislature, in effect, repealed retroactively the 
law forbidding strikes on public transportation 
facilities. Hence, the union which had been field 
by the courts to be in contempt wasn't penalized 
Some of the railroad unions which did not 
initiate the strike but were affected ay it ex 
pressed openly last week their disapproval 
f 
the work stoppage and denounced it as ille„a 
Would they today support members of Congress 
who vote to pass a law meting out severe pun­ 
ishment to union officers when the later call 
an illegal strike or disobey a court order, and 
would any labor leaders approve legislation 
imposing heavy damages on unions which re­ 
fuse to cro ss picket lines when illegal strikes 
are in progress? 


LEADERSHIP in behalf of the people is. of 
course, an obligation of the president as well 
as members of Congress but the labor unions 
have until now been able, because of their con­ 
tributions to political campaigns, to prevent the 
passage of legislation they don't like 
President Johnson didn't say a word publicly 
in criticism of thos who were responsible for 
the illegal tie-up on the railroads until the very 
last moment and after the courts had imposed 
penalties. 
Relief from such situations will come only 
when Congress recognizes tha’ any interference 
with interstate commerce by transportation un 
ion is as much a violation of civil rights and 
a federal crime as attacking a Negro leader on 
the streets or the highways. 
What is needed is a citizens’ organization in­ 
dependent of any party 
but willing to seek 
¡» ledges from large numbers of people that they 
will vote against the party in power in either 
the White House or in Congress as long as a 
labor-union dictatorship is allowed to call strikes 
in defiance of legal restrictions and to subject 
innocent persons to financial hardship. 
THE DA\ STILL IS distant when all citizens 
will be protected in the right to have their 
property immune from damage or confiscation 
through illegal strikes. The reason for the con­ 
ditions prevailing today is the apathy of the 
voters generally. This probably is due to a lack 
of information as to what’s going on. There 
would be a different story to tell if enough per­ 
sons pledged themselves to vote against an 
elected representative of either party who does 
nothing to help prevent or punish palpable in­ 
terferences with the rights and property ot pri­ 
vate citizens through illegal strikes. 
This is the dilemma of American politics. 
A single group of citizens—organized labor - 
manages nowadays to control a majority in 
both houses of Congress.
